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REMARKS 



In the Decision, the Board reversed the rejection of Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-1 1, 13, 14, 16-31 
and 33-38 under 35 U.S.C. § 103, but upheld the rejection of these claims under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-32 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,847,935 issued to Solomon et al. ("Solomon") Applicants respectfully submit a Terminal 
Disclaimer to overcome the obviousness-type double patenting rejection. All pending claims 
are now in condition for allowance, and Applicants thus respectfully request the Examiner to 
issue a Notice of Allowance for Claims 1,3,4, 6-11, 13, 14, 16-31 and 33-38.
